Som.e  topics,  such  as  house  heating  and  homo-management 
phases  of  family  relationships,  are  omitted  entirely  because  as  yet, 
there  are  almost  no  extension  service  publications  on  these  topics. 
The  publications  are  listed  alphabetically  according  to  States. 

The  first  incentive  for  publishing  useful,  readable  home-man¬ 
agement  bulletins  and  circulars  is  to  answer  the  needs  of  rural 
Women  and  4-E  club  girls  whom  we  serve.  A  second  incentive,  after 
looking  over  the  bibliography,  might  be  to  keep  up  the  excellent 
standards  already  set  by  the  extension  v/orkers  who  have  written 
the  oubli cations  listed.
